MEETING OF BOARD OF DIRECTION— 
SPRINGFIELD, MAY 19, 1951 


The LS.P.E. Board of Direction held its usual well 
attended and interesting spring meeting in Springfield 
on Saturday, May 19th. In spite of the playing of bands 
and the roar of artillery (Armed Forces Day) the Board 
attended strictly to Society business from 10:00 a.m. 
until 6:00 p.m. 

This notice of the meeting will attempt to cover only 
two or three of the more important matters discussed 
at Springfield. A copy of the detailed report may be 
obtained by addressing a request to Society Headquar- 
ters, Urbana. 

Among the more important matters discussed was ° 
the Unification of the Engineering Profession. The Rep- 
resentatives, in most instances expressing the majority 
view of their Chapter and, in any case, expressing what 
they considered to be the general feeling of their Chapter 
membership, with one exception, favored Plan D, the 
N.S.P.E. Plan. The one exception favored Plan C, the 
modified N.S.P.E. Plan. From the results of the roll 
call report of the Chapter representatives, the National 
Director will attend the Annual Meeting of the N.S.P.E. 
in June well instructed with regard to society opimion 
concerning the proper approach to professional unity. 

The National Director was, also, instructed by the 
Board to propose by resolution to the N.S.P.E. that the 
registration requirement for membership in the National 
Society be eliminated. It was reasoned that this would 
be a step which would facilitate unification. 

Important proposed changes in the Society constitu- 
tion were presented by Mr. J. H. Morgan, Chairman of 
the Committee on Constitutional Amendments. As re- 
quired by the constitution, these will be presented to the 
general membership by letter ballot for acceptance or 
rejection, 

There is one point connected with the meeting of the 
Board that should be given special notice. Secretary 
H. E. Babbitt was unable to be present because of illness. 
As far as the writer knows this is the first time in over 
a quarter of a century of service to the Society that he 
has missed a meeting of the Board for this reason. His 
many friends missed him. 

The results of the referendum to the Chapters on the 
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change in date of the Annual Meeting placed that meet-

Recruiting Engineering Students 

With the drop in enrollment among freshmen enter- 
ine colleges of engineering in the Fall of 1950, there 
has been activity not only in Hlinois but also throughout 
the United States in finding ways and means to attract 
qualified high school graduates to engineering as a Vo- 
cation. N.S.P.E. has produced a fine brochure which has 
been and is being used in Illinois as a part of the 
program. 

At least two Chapters have put on special programs 
to help the young man make his decision by giving him 
a story about the engineer and the work of an engineer. 
Each meeting was exceptionally well planned and sue- 
cessfully conducted but the approach to the problem 
was entirely different. 

Central Illinois at Decatur held a ‘‘Boys Night’’ 
program in April. The boys were guests of the Chapter, 
hearing a talk by Professor Harold L. Walker, N.S.P.E., 
Head of the Department of Mining and Metallurgy, Uni- 
versity of Illinois. The Rockford Chapter held a special 
program at which the story was told to area high school 
vocational guidance advisors. This program, too, was 
well conducted and received much favorable comment. 

In studying these two approaches to the problem as 
to how best present the story to both the advisor and the 
student, it would seem that two programs by each Chap- 
tre is advisable. A Spring program to acquaint voca- 
tional advisors with the problem with a discussion period 
to put both the advisor and the engineer on common 
ground, and'a Fall meeting to tell the story to all in- 
terested high school boys as far down the line as the 
Sophomore year. 

The questions from the two groups are so different 
that if two meetings can be held, both the Chapter and 
the prospective engineer will he helped. For instance, 
at the present time there is a move toward giving more 
mathematics in high school and increasing the entrance 
requirements for freshman engineers. This question for 
discussion would be excellent for the advisor group but 
would be of little interest to the high school student—he 
wants the dramatic story of engineering, not the number 
of hours of study he must put in to reach his goal. 

The present shortage of engineers may disappear 
temporarily in case the United States should return to a 
peace basis suddenly, but the shortage of young men in 
the profession will be felt in about four years unless 
many more high school graduates are encouraged: to 
enter colleges of engineering.

Public Interest 


At the request of the President of the Civil Service 
Commission of the State of Illinois, President George 
DeMent recommended seven engineers from Chicago to 
act as examiners for a position in the State. Six of 
these men performed as examiners in an oral examina- 
tion. This is good public service and is further evidence 
that L.S.P.E. is being recognized as an important spokes- 
man for the engineering profession. 

The Illinois Division of Highways has recently un- 
dergone some changes in their departments. One of the 
changes consisted of establishing a Bureau of Traffic 
Control, and is headed by Harry H. Harrison at Spring- 
field. This department was formally a section of the 
Bureau of Maintenance. The Bureau of Traffic Control 
now handles the Traffic Control Section, the Safety Re- 
sponsibility Section and the Permit Section, which issues 
permits for overweight and overlength vehicles and ad- 
ditional access to State highways. 

The establishing of this new bureau now makes Rus- 
sell Newell a District Bureau Chief in the District 10, 
Chicago office. He has been for the past eight years 
operating as District Engineer of the Traffic Control 
Section.

Mr, Riedesel stated that our main problem was to 
determine how we could assist those in education to bet- 
ter counsel their students, who are interested in engineer- 
ing careers. A lively discussion followed with many 
very good ideas being advanced. 

It was pointed out that while the high schools are 
being flooded with literature from the various colleges 
and engineering societies, there is a very definite need 
on the part of the student for a personal conference with 
individual engineers. The counselors liked the idea of 
having a committee of engineers available for talks with 
students either individually or before a group. Several 
meetings might be arranged among the various schools 
in the area. It was suggested that we supply the student 
counselors with a list of engineers available for such 
talks. 

The group was cautioned against trying to sell a cer- 
tain phase of engineering. Our duty would be, and for 
that matter, the duty of the student counselor, is to 
assist and counsel, but not to direct or advise. The 
final decision as to the career to follow must come from 
the individual student. 

It was suggested by Miss Koch, East High School, 
that where possible it might be interesting for students 
to spend some time with engineers in their work. In 
many instances this met with approval. Mr. Frost, Mat- 
tison Machine Co., offered to entertain visitors at their 
plant or he would furnish speakers for groups at school. 
He went on to explain the graduate student training 
courses offered by many companies in the Electrical 
Industry. 

To close the meeting, Mr. Riedesel gave a short sum- 
marization pointing out that our group was very flexible 
and would attempt to serve in every possible way, but 
that we want to act as counselors and not advisors. 

A motion was made by Mr. Galvanoni, seconded by 
Mr. Riedesel, that we go on record as extending a vote 
of thanks to the student counselors that attended the 
meeting for the many fine suggestions made. Carried.
